(Bobbs- Merrill, $5), which he 
hopes will help restore the Bard 
to the ordinary people for whom 
he wrote. 


The Armenian-born Mamouli- 


an writes of seeing "Hamlet" 
performed and reading It in Ar- 
menian, Russian and French as 
a youth. 


"When I began to learn Eng- 


lish, the greatest thrill I looked 
forward to was to read (Shake- 
speare) in the original," he re- 
calls. "This I did, but with a 
shocking result: I couldn't un- 
derstand half of it." 


Many a plodding high school 


student has discovered the same 
thing. For the benefit of them 
and others seeking 'the joys of 
intimacy 
with 
Shakespeare, 


Mamoulian devoted years in 
developing a modern text. 


He was no indiscriminate 


hacker of iambics. Long a crea- 
tive director of plays ("Porgy 
and Bess," "Oklahoma!") and 
films ("Golden Boy," "Blood 
and Sand," "Silk Stockings"), 
he came 
to the 
task 
with 


knowledge of stagecraft and a 
passion for clarity. He describes 
the nature of his revisions: 


Some 2,000 archaic 
words 


were modernized; 100 long or 
confusing lines rewritten; 510 
extraneous 
lines 
eliminated; 


spelling brought up to date; 
punctuation revised; the play 
reduced from five to four acts; 
time intervals, stage directions 
and ages of characters inserted; 
some monologues turned into 
dialogue. 


What he is trying to do, he 


emphasized, is to rescue Will 
from the pedants. He says: 
"The reading of 'Hamlet,1' in- 
stead of being the lusty, exalted 
pleasure it should be, has be- 
come a tiring task of study and 
research. ..." 


Mamoulian said at his Bever- 


ly Hills home that the reception 
to the book thus far has been 
fairly favorable. But then per- 
haps the Shakespeare fanatics 
have not yet had time to load 
their muskets.

Life used to be placid for Eddie Mullens. As relaxed as 


a bear holed up for the winter. Outside El Paso, interest in 
Texas Western didn't raise more howl than a coyote at high 
noon. 


Eddie is the publicity nian at Texas Western, a career man 


in the use of the simile and the metaphor. Last fall, the 
Miners crossed him up by producing a Sun Bowl football 
team after going wlnless in 1964. And now in basketball—' 
or bounce-bounce as Eddie calls it—the Miners astounded 
the country by joining Kentucky as one of the nation's two 
major undefeated teams. 


So Eddie had to dip deep in his bag of phrases—as deep 


as a water well in West Texas—to produce another report, 
as he did for NBA last fall, on the athletic fortunes of Texas 
Western. Here it goes:

"At Texas Western, coach Don Masking has been busier 


than a beaver in a toothpick factory since bis arrival at the 
El Paso school five years ago. 


"Haskins wired together a 25-3 record two years ago 


when Jim (Bad News) Barnes kept the opponents as nervous 
as a fly near a DDT factory. One of the big differences in 
Haskins' present team which reeled off tft straight victories, 
and the one sparked by Bad News, Is over-all depth. 


"The Miners keep the nets waving like Maggie's drawers 


on a rifle range and four players arc scoring in the double 
digits while two others arc closer than a sweetheart's whisper 
to the 10-point circle. Spearheaded by Harry Flournoy, a fi-5 
senior from Gary, Jnd., the Miners also attack the boards 
like bcc tree residents after a visit from Smokcy the Bear.

"Flournoy and Artis were sophomores on that team. Artis 


isn't a flashy player but he leaves opponents as nervous as a 
tobacco chewing klansman with his shooting ability.

more who can dunk it, Willie Cagcr, a <>-5 handyman, and 
Shed arc from New York.

WASHINGTON (AP) - For 


the first time in history the Pen- 
tagon is asking for a draft of 
nurses — 900, all male. But de- 
fense officials hold little hope of 
getting that many. 


"We are not optimistic about 


getting 900," one source said 
today. Reason: "We doubt there 
are enough men with qualifica- 
tions." 


The Pentagon said last week 


it had asked the Selectie Serv- 


• ice System to provide 700 male 
nurses for the Army and 200 for 
the Navy beginning in April. 
The armed forces have used 
male nurses in small numbers 
since 1955. 


The requirements were attrib- 


uted to increased numbers of 
casualties in Viet Nam and ad- 
ditional medical rare needs re- 
sulting from the hike in over-all 
military manpower. 


Why men nurses? Because 


women can't be drafted. 


The Defense Department also 


has asked for a draft of 2,496 
doctors beginning in July. 


One source said the Pentagon 


has been given estimates that 
as many as 10,000 men in the 18- 
35 age bracket have received 
nurse training. But these esti- 
mates are discounted largely in 
view of the national shortage of 
medical personnel. 


"There are no valid statistics 


in this area and frankly we 
doubt that we can come up with 
900 draftable men who have the 
two or three years' necessary 
schooling," the spokesman ex- 
plained. 


Whatever the number actually 


drafted, most probably will not 
go to Viet Nam, sources said. 
The majority will likely be sent 
to Europe or other areas where 
U.S. 
installations have experi- 


enced a steady drain of well- 
qualified, 
career 
nurses 
who 


have been dispatched to Viet 
Nam. 


Male nurses with three years' 


training at an approved school 
can enter the service commis- 
sioned as a second lieutenant at 
annual pay around $5,200. Men 
with two years' schooling can 
get a rank of warrant officer at 
pay of about $100 a year less. 


More than 275 military nurses 


— men and women— now serve 
in Viet Nam. The Army has 
more than 200, the Navy and Air 
Force nearly 40 each. Of the 
Army total about 60 are men 
nurses, but only seven of these 
are assigned to combat units.

The 
commonest cause of 


hearing loss in young and 
middle-aged adults is otoscle- 
rosis, a stiffening of the con- 
nection between the 
stapes 


and the other small bones in 
the inner ear. Hearing loss oc- 
curs when this stiffness re- 
duces the ability of the stapes 
to vibrate normally. 


Hearing 
depends 
on the 


transmission of vibrations to 
the auditory nerve. This he- 
reditary disease usually starts 
between the ages of 18 and 
40. It is more c o m m o n in 
women than in men and is 
slowly progressive. 


The victim hears better in 


noisy surroundings because 
the background noise sets up 
coarse 
vibrations 
and 
also 


forces people to talk louder 
than they otherwise would. 
Because in otosclerosis sounds 
are heard 
more 
plainly by 


bone conduction than by air 
conduction, the victim has less 
difficulty hearing over a tele- 
phone than when talking to a 
person in the same room 


Since the person w i t h oto- 


sclerosis hears his o w n \oice 
v i a bone conduction, he t h i n k s 
he is speaking louder than he 
is and is likely to drop his 
voice to a low pitch 


The sound of his own chew- 


ing, also transmitted b> bone 
conduction can be v c r \ dis- 


tracting to him and makes it 
hard for him to hear what oth- 
ers are saying while he is eat- 
ing. 
The victim may also be 


troubled by ringing in the 
ears. 


Although there are other 


causes of hearing loss, the 
person who can hear a tuning 
fork better when the base is 
held against the back of his 
head than when the blades 
are held near his ear prob- 
ably has otosclerosis, 
espe- 


cially if there is no past his- 
tory'of ear infections and the 
doctor finds a normal ear- 
drum. 


Nearly all persons with oto- 


sclerosis can be helped by 
surgery. In the operation now 
preferred by most surgeons, 
the stapes is removed and re- 
placed with a stainless steel 
wire or a small piece of poly- 
ethylene, a nonirritating plas- 
tic that is well tolerated by 
the adjacent tissues 


Although the results are 


usually better if the operation 
is performed 
early 
in 
the 


course of the disease, age is 
no barrier to this procedure. 
The patient can usually go 
home on the day following the 
operation, but how lasting the 
improvement in hearing will 
be cannot be judged 
until 


about three months later
